PARIS EXTENDS 
HEARTY WELCGME 
TO m. WILSON 

Gan af Forts Tell of Arrival of Train 
— Frach Capital Killed With 
Civtliaas and Soldlen. 

Paris, December 14— .\t 10 o'clock 
this morning the booming guns of Ft. 
Mont Valerian, un the outskirts ot 
Paris, announced that President Wil- 
son's train was travorniiin tlie su- 
burbs. As the roar of the lln-.t gun 
reverberated across the oily the thun- 
dering of cannon continued at one- 
minute Intervals until a saluta of lOi 
guns bad been completed. 

The weather was flnQ, and as the 
Presidential train rolled into the Bois 
Bolulogne .station a flock ot airplanes 
hovered In the sky, adding their 
thrills to the memorable demonstra- 
tion. A vast crowd had gathered in 
the streets leading to the railway sta- 
tion long before the hour due for the 
train to arrive, and as the train slow ly 
steamed into its stoppnm place bil- 
lows of cheers ran up and down the 
thoroughfares. Tlie whole city was 
decked out with flags and it seemeo 
that almost every person in the 
throng wore the Stars and Stripes. 

The locomotive which had pulled 
the Presidential train from Brest was 
decorated with American and French 
colors. The engineer was a French 
soldlep^emobilited engine driver be- 
fore the war, and he wore the hori- 
Eon blue ot a pollu. In the lapel of 
his blouse was a small button bearing 
the TTnited States flag. 

A distinnnlshed tbronn erected the 
Preslilential party at tlie slaiion In- 
rliided In this party were rresldent 
I'olncare. I'remier Clemenceaii and a 
distinguished galaxy of administra- 
tors, ministers and army and navy of 
(leers. President Poincare and num- 
erous others were accompanied by 
their wives. A single ptece of red 
plush carpet had been stretched from 
the station platform upstairs through 
the main waiting room and aonSM the 
pavement to the spot where the car- 
riage awaited. 

The ^thundering cheers of the crowd 
In the. street outside echoed and bU-> 
lowed about the statfoK. The plaza 
was jammed with people, who waved 
(laRB and handkerchiefs and mingled 
their shout-s with cries of "Long live 
President Wilson" and "Weloome to 
the messenger of peace." 

The fashionable restaurants hail 
opened earlier than usual to accom- 
modate the throng,, but many persons 
had carried bread, jam and -wine to 
the station with them, and as they 
stood in line waiting tor the train they 
munched at their breakfast and ape- 
culated upon tbe weather and time 
that the train would get in. 

The entire course leading from the 
station was lined on both sides with 
Prencli soldiers and khaki clad co- 
lonials from the army of (ieneral 
Cioiirand. As PresidiMit and Mrs. Wil- 
son and the dlsdiiguisbed parly that 
accompanied them left the station the 
soldiers stood at attention.

aliy In the United Slates comes from 
Kentucky. In I'.iH prici's for all n""'- 
Ities of leaf, lugs were 15 cents a Ih. 
while the price for the heavy, dark 
export type of tobacco grown in tnc 
"black patch" of western Kentucky 
claimed from 6 to 16 oentfe. 

When the war began tobacco pro- 
duction in European countries was 
virtually halted and there was a tre- 
mendous drain on the big stocks of 
American tobacco In Europe and ware 
houses. It was the demand m.nde 
upon these reserve stocks that sent 
prices upward, rather than tlio over- 
seas shipments, which were in real- 
ity smaller than those In times of 
peace, dealers say.

Some have obtained einployinent on { 
farms, but llie t;reat niajorily face ii ' 
serious situiilidM. 

The spartucuH group Iuih seized tlu} 
opportunity to augment their ranks 
with these women, hoping not only 
to obtain their political support but 
to Inftuenoe other men through them. 
Twenty-one million women are aald 
to be eligible to vote for republics in 
national assembly. It waa estimated 
today that, there are more than 200,- 
000 ilUglmate ohlldren In Germany as 
-a result of war conditions.

their willingness to give everything 
they had for ^ speedy and vtetorious 
peace. 

"And I believe that there was sin- 
cerity behind tbaae protestations," 
Wills continued. "My belief In my 

neighbor and my fellow-countrymen Is 
so strong that I feel certain the Fifth 
Loan will be subscribed, whatever Its 

amount. 

"Those of us who stayed at home 
are of the same caliber as those boys 
who went overseas and kept the Hun 
on the run till armistice day. The 
tenacity, the aggressiveness, the 
squareness, the fidelity to duty which 
made the American soldier the talk of 
the world are all characteristics, as 
well, of the home folk. They are in- 
gredients of Ainericjinism and will 
play Iheir part in the meeting of ob- 
ligations of the war and the after-the- 
war period just as they did on /the 
b.ittlefleiaB. 

"The teriys of the Fifth Loan have 
not yet been decided. The amount Is 
not yet known. But I think I know 
the answer of America when the gov- 
ernment says to us next spring: 'Here 
is your peace: here is your victory. 
What U it worth to your*

HILL ENKOUt K IM)(i LAW 



The following letter from Commis- 
sioner of Agrioullnre .Mat S. Colieii 
to County Clerk J. J. Owens, will ex- 
plain Itaett: 

County Clerk J. J. Owens. Dear Sir: 
Replying to yours of November 80, 
in which you aak In caae a man should 
come to the oflloe between the 6th and 
lOth of January and ask to have li- 
cense issued him for his dog or dogs 
whether or not you shonld issue or re- 
fuse to do so by cIobImk yonr books as 
required by the act of January 1, beg 
to advice thai the law st»te.^ specifi- 
cally and emphalu ally that all iloi's 
must be licensed on or before January 
1, 1919, and after that date should any 
owner who has listed his dog, or who 
owns a dog asks to have same 11- 
oenaed, you ahould immediately swear 
a warrant for bim for the violation of 
this act. or elae notify the Sheriff with 
a written notice to the effect In order 
that the Sheriff may proceed to carry 
out the provlalon of thla act.
